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CITY OPPOSES COMTY BILL 
ON A1T0 LOTS, TRAILERS

The Greenbelt City Council on July 25 voted to oppose a 
County Council Bill (CB-67), which would allow (1) automobile 
sales rooms and sales lots for new motor vehicles; (2) automobile 
cargo trailer and truck display for rental purposes; and (3) wholly 
enclosed warehouses, provided such warehouse development was 
a condition of C-2 zoning (general commercial) previously granted 
by the county council sitting as District Council. 

The proposed legislation pertain- serve the requirement for a special 


ing to C-2 zoned land, amends a 
previous bill, CB-119, (adopted No¬ 
vember 30, 1976 and effective July 
1, 1977), which (1) consolidated the 
zones of C-l, C-2, CC and CG into 
one category — CSC (Commercial 
Shopping Center) and (2) stipulated 
that such uses as automobile dealer 
ships require a special exception. 

In removing the requirement for 
a special exception the new bill 
CB-67 strips officials of the op¬ 
portunity to examine individually 
requests for automobile dealerships 
in order to determine if such use 
is compatible with surrounding de¬ 
velopment. If passed, the bill would 
become effective March 1, 1978. 

History 

Prior to the passage of CB-119, 
automobile dealerships (including 
auxiliary services), cargo trailer 
and truck display, etc. were permit¬ 
ted uses in the C-2 zone. However, 
previous to 1974, auxiliary services 
(used car lots and automobile repair 
facilities) in conjunction with new 
car dealerships required a special 
exception. The Greenbelt City

In Traffic Accident 

Donna Hardman of Greenbelt was 
injured July 19 in a two-car acci¬ 
dent on Kenilworth Ave. at Cres¬ 
cent Rd.

On Monday Mrs. Hardman was 
flown by air ambulance to Parkers¬ 
burg, West Virginia, so that she 
can be near her family while re¬ 
cuperating. She is now a patient in 
St. Joseph’s Hospital, Room 216, 
Parkersburg, West Virginia. 

Register Now for School 

Families new to Greenbelt or 
those with children entering the 
county’s public schools for the first 
time are being urged to register 
their youngsters at the appropriate 
school as quickly as possible. Chil¬ 
dren who will be five years old on 
or before January 1, 1978 may at¬ 
tend kindergarten this fall. 

Parents registering their children 
for kindergarten or to begin school 
for the first time should have proof 
of county residency (deed, mortgage 
papers, sales contract, lease or ren¬ 
tal agreement, etc.), and the child’s 
birth certificate and immunization 
records. Parents should call the 
school serving their area for regis¬ 
tration times, since some schools 
may not be open all day every day 
during the summer. Parents who 
aren’t sure which school their chil¬ 
dren should attend should call the 
school system’s Office of Pupil Ac¬ 
counting, 952-390.

exception which would have given 
municipalities a device for provid¬ 
ing input with respect to special 
conditions. In 1974 the Lustine Au¬ 
tomobile Dealership wanted to lo¬ 
cate on the C-2 zoned Golden Tri¬ 
angle. 

In opposing the proposed bill, the 
Greenbelt council stressed the need 
to retain the special exception re¬ 
quirement so as to give municipal¬ 
ities an opportunity to testify and 
to protect their communities from 
adverse development. Under spe¬ 
cial exception provisions, the coun¬ 
ty council must muster eight votes 
to override a municipality's recom¬ 
mendations. 

Councilman Thomas White was 
critical of the county council’s re¬ 
sorting to zoning by legislation ov¬ 
er the past years. “This makes it 
impossible,” he said, “to have a 
comprehensive zoning ordinance,” 

The MNCPPC is recommending 
that the special exception require¬ 
ment be retained. 

Capital Cadillac 

The new legislation (CB-67), whe¬ 
ther passed or defeated, would not 

affect the Capital Cadillac Automo¬ 
bile Agency slated for construction 
on the 55-acre Golden Triangle 
Tract, zoned C-2. The automobile 
agency applied for a building per¬ 
mit on June 23, a week before the 
July 1 effective date of CB-119, 
which would have required Capi¬ 
tal Cadillac to apply for a special 
exception. However, the final de¬ 
cision on CB-27 could have an im¬ 
pact on the development of the re¬ 
mainder of the Golden Triangle 
tract since there is the possibili¬ 
ty that a second automobile deal¬ 
ership might be located on the 
tract at a future date. 

According to a county council 
spokesman, it was an “oversight” 
and was not the intent of CB-119 
in creating the new CSS zone, 
to require a special exception for 
automobile sales rooms and sales 
lots, etc. on tracts of land previous¬ 
ly zoned C-2. 


Curtains Have Closed 
?or Greenbelt Theatre

The marquee of the Greenbelt 
Theatre is once again darkened. 
The large facility is now an empty 
shell the seats having been recently 
removed. Over the years financial 
problems have plagued theatre ow¬ 
ners who attempted to reverse the 
decreasing attendance. But it ap¬ 
pears that lack of support by the 
community and the advent of the 
small multi-theatre complexes have 
doomed the theatre to obsolescence. 

The Greenbelt Theatre, the na¬ 
tion’s first cooperative movie, open¬ 
ed its doors on Wednesday, Septem 
ber 21, 1938. The first film starred 
Shirley Temple in “Little Miss 
Broadway.” 

According to Rick Marquis, rep¬ 
resentative for the Center Mall 
owner George Cristocos, plans are 
to subdivide the theatre facility into 
several stores. Marquis envisioned 
a future meeting with the city 
council and said that he would be 
interested in hearing from residents 
who may have ideas relating to the 
kinds of businesses that would 
flourish in the city. He can be 
reached at 332-3166. 

In the past year the owners of 
the Greenbelt center buildings have 
initiated a beautification program. 
The sandblasting of the white- 
painted buildings has returned the 
exterior facade to its original red 
brick. More recently the owner 
announced that a mural will be 
painted on the back wall of the 
theatre. The project, sponsored by 
the Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission will be 
funded by the Comprehensive Em 
ployment and Training Act and the 
Community Development Block 
Grant. 

The program employs Prince 
Georges County artists to work 
with municipalities to determine the 
theme for a mural in their com¬ 
munity. Then a team, a profession 
al artist r and an apprentice artist, 
paints the mural on the chosen buil¬ 
ding. 

The Greenbelt city council was 
requested to submit to MNCPPC 
names of residents who would assist 
in selecting the theme. 

Lori Yates of Laurel will paint 
the mural. Her work has been ex¬ 
hibited throughout the county and 
she has painted murals in Key 
West, Florida. Her apprentices are 
William Rolig of Bowie and William 
Siadys of Riverdale.

GOLDEN TRIANGLE CONCEPT PLAN 

APPROVED, BUT WITH CONDITIONS

A revised concept plan map of the Golden Triangle was Pre¬ 
sented to the City Council by City Manager James K. Giese at a 
special meeting on July 25. Council approved a concept plan wiln 
conditions and also went on record to oppose a preliminary plan 
of subdivision because of a lack of easement to city land and the 
the unlimited possibility of driveway cuts that it contained. MNC¬ 
PPC considered these matters today. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ana 
councilmen Thomas White and Richard Castaldi were present; 
councilmen Charles Schwan and Richard Pilski were out of town. 

In the past, separate preliminary plans of subdivision for the 
Golden Triangle were presented to the City Council, but Council 
requested a concept plan for development of the whole piece of 
property in order to insure quality development. Such a plan, m 
rough form was presented to the council on May 31. 


At the July 11 meeting of the City 
Council, Councilman Thomas White 
moved that the City Council ad¬ 
vise the Planning Board of its op¬ 
position to the preliminary plan of 
subdivision until assurances are 
made that no driveway cuts be made 
along the Greenblt Road frontage 
and until access is guaranteed to 
the city property located around In¬ 
dian Springs near the Beltway. That 
motion was tabled at that time. 
Councilman White requested that 
his motion of July 11 be removed 
from table and open for discussion. 

The revised plan sent to City 
Council by owner-representative 
Kenneth Michael varies in two 
areas from the map of the original 
plan that was published in the July 
7 issue of the News Review and ap¬ 
pears again on page 3. Orig¬ 
inally a Pepco sub-station was lo¬ 
cated next to the Beltway and 
Greenbelt Rd. However, the State 
Highway Administration (SHA) 
plans to use that site as an ent¬ 
rance ramp to the southbound lane 
of the B-W Parkway. Michael 
has therefore moved the Pepco sub¬ 
station to the site on the concept 
plan labeled 2 (see Map) i.e., where 
originally there was to be a five- 
story office building. Besides the 
sub-station, this site will also be 
occupied by a condominium medical 
professional office complex. The new 
site of the five-story office building 
is part of site 13 and all of site 15 
on the map. These previously 
were designated for a gas station 
and a low-rise office building. 

5-Story Office Building 

The five-story office building will 
be 154’ x 64’ with the long dimen¬ 
sion paralleling Greenbelt Road. 
Service to the office building will 
be off Walker Drive in the back of 
the building. The first floor will 
contain 3,000 sq. ft. for a bank, with 
a 324 sq. ft. drive-in facility exiting 
onto Greenbelt Rd. along the wes¬ 
tern end of the building. 

The eastern side of the first floor 
will contain 2,100 sq. ft. for a sav¬ 
ings and loan Institution. Between 
these two financial institutions will 
be two retail sites, one with 700 
sq. ft, and the other with 1,200 
sq. ft. The center of the office 
building will have a five-story open 
court. The building will have 10,- 
000 sq. ft. of office space. 180 park¬ 
ing places are allotted for this 
building. 

The previously proposed gas sta¬ 
tion will be eliminated. The tower 
office building, designed to be 20 to 
25 stories tall, will utilize very little 
acreage. As a result, total office 
space within the tower will be rel¬ 
atively small for a building of its 
height. There are many low rise 
office buildings in Prince Georges 
County that have more office space 
than is planned for the Tower Of¬ 
fice Building. 

Giese’s memorandum to council 
mentioned that it is assumed that 
an office building will be planned 
for the site of the original medical 
complex labeled 8. In Michael’s 
communication to Giese, this mat¬ 
ter was not made definite, nor was 
it discussed at the meeting. 

The computer service firm inter¬ 
ested in locating on the Golden 
Triangle at the corner of Green¬ 
belt Rd. and Kenilworth Ave. will 
also have to be relocated because 
the State Highway Administration 
advises that it may wish to have 
additional land at this corner for 
right-of-way purposes in conjunc¬ 
tion with the construction of a fu¬ 
ture overpass. 

Limited Access 

In answer to councilman Castal- 
di’s question if there was a restric¬ 
tive ingress-egress pattern to the 
Greenbelt Rd. side of the concept 


plan, Giese reported that Michael 
would not agree to any proposal 
that would limit the pattern of en¬ 
trance and exit along Greenbelt 
Rd. In fact, Michael proposed an 
additional cut into Greenbelt Rd., 
He needs the additional cut for 
the previously mentioned drive-in 
bank exit. Councilman White was 
concerned that this particular cut 
would be detrimental to the traffic 
flow of Greenbelt Rd., since it 
would be fairly close to the in¬ 
tersection of Greenbelt Rd. and 
Kenilworth Ave. Mayor Weiden- 
felt stated that the City Council 
should now give Giese its ideas 
about road cuts but not be ada¬ 
mantly negative on the issue at 
this point in the process, since this 
is just a concept plan. 

City Property 

Councilman Castaldi also asked 
where the city’s easement to its 
property would be located on the 
concept plan. Giese explained that 
the easement would be over the 
existing parking lot roads. Castal¬ 
di stated that he would feel more 
secure if the easement would be 
specified as a 20 ft. right-of-way 
along a specific route and drawn 
so on official plots. Councilman 
White agreed that the route of 
easement should be determined be¬ 
fore the final record plan is filed 
and the easement duly noted and 
drawn for permanent records 

Councilman Castaldi questioned 
Giese as to what sort of guarantee 
or enforcement a concept plan has; 
Giese stated that a concept plan 
is not enforceable. 

The recreation area that Michael 
proposed is to be developed by the 
city of Greenbelt, since the area in¬ 
volves city land. Giese noted that 
between historical Indian Springs 
and the Walker family burial 
grounds there is not enough land 
to build much af a facility. 

Approved with Conditions 

Councilman WTiite suggested that 
Council approve the concept plan 
provided it fits into the 10 pro¬ 
visions set forth by the Greenbelt 
Advisory Planning Board and the 
Greenbelt Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board. Council did so after 
adding an eleventh provision relat¬ 
ing to the fact that the Golden 
Triangle has the potential for gen¬ 
erating severe traffic problems for 
the Kenilworth-Greenbelt Rd. in¬ 
terchange. This point was empha¬ 
sized by Robert Dove who was 
one of the two citizens present. 

Throughout the discussion it was 
noted that city council can not stop 
the development of the Golden Tri¬ 
angle, but can have some input into 
how it will be developed. 


Mosquito Control Program 

The city is once again participa¬ 
ting in the State of Maryland De¬ 
partment of Agriculture’s mosquito 
control program. This program be¬ 
gan two weeks ago with spraying 
on Tuesday and Thursday. It will 
continue throughout the summer 
on an as-needed basis, with periodic 
checks by the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture to determine need. 

Malathion is the material to be 
sprayed this summer. This mater¬ 
ial is regarded as non-hazardous 
to animals and humans and is ap¬ 
proved by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency. Application con¬ 
centrations are determined on the 
basis of findings of responsible ag¬ 
encies. such as the'Maryland State 
Board of Agriculture, the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, the U. S: 
Fish and Wildlife Agency, and the 
U. S. Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion. 
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Dr. G. Allen Sager 

The death last week of G. Allen Sager, principal of Parkdale 
Senior High School since its opening in 1968, deepens the sense of 
separation of this community from the school which so many of 
our young people have attended. Parkdale’s class of ’77 was the 
last to include membership from Greenbelt. The class of ’70 — its 
first group of graduates—included Greenbelt students who had 
enrolled there the year before as juniors. 

During that period Parkdale has been noted for many achieve¬ 
ments—state championship football and basketball teams, an a- 
ward-winning concert choir, a handbell choir which has received 
national recognition, an internationally recognized symphonic band 
and orchestra, science fair winners beyond the regional level, an 
award-winning newspaper. In all these activities Dr. Sager’s 
enthusiastic suport has been evident. No school event has gone 
on without his appreciative attendance. His kindliness and dedica¬ 
tion to the school he headed were noteworthy. 

Yet these were years of turmoil as well. The acrimony within 
the county school system over the busing issue: the sudden changes 
in displinary policy under the first elected school board and the ma¬ 
jority of that board’s apparent hostility to school administrators: 
the disruption of the school program in the middle of the academic 
year following the inevitable court-ordered busing—all these chan¬ 
ges enormously complicated the work of the principal. 

Parkdale will continue, of course, but in new directions—with 
a new administrator and a changed student body. Greenbelters will 
remember it as it was, with Dr. Sager as its head.

Dr G. Allen Sager, Principal of 
Parkdale Sr. High School since 
February, 1968, seven months be¬ 
fore it opened, suffered a fatal 
heart attack on July 20. Dr. Sager 
had been with the Prince Georges 
County Public Schools since Sep¬ 
tember 1964, serving as Vice Prin¬ 
cipal of Northwestern Sr. High 
School before moving to Parkdale. 
He is survived by his wife, Esther, 
and by his son James of Columbia, 
Md. 

Dr. Sager was born in Belvidere, 
Illinois, in 1915, and attended pub¬ 
lic schools there. He received his 
B.A. in history, magna cum laude, 
from MoKendree College, Lebanon, 
Illinois, in 1948. He received his 
masters and doctorate from the 
University of Wisconsin. 

Dr. Sager began his career in 
education as a high school teacher 
of history and vocal music in Wis¬ 
consin. He served as an admini¬ 
strator and counselor in the Wis¬ 
consin public schools and at the Un¬ 
iversity of Wisconsin, and in 1952 
moved to Geneva, New York as an 
educational specialist for Sampson 
Air Force Base. In 1956 he became 
Assistant Director for Educational 
Services at Headquarters, U.S.A.F. 
- Far East. In 1957 he was appoin¬ 
ted Assistant to the Dean of Uni¬ 
versity College at the University 
of Maryland, College Park, and ser¬ 
ved there until coming to the 
Prince Georges School System. 

Dr. Sager was active in the coun¬ 
ty chapter of the American Red 
Cross and with the Boy Scouts. He 
also served on the Prince Georges 
Senatorial Scholarship Committee 
and was a past president of the 
University of Maryland Chapter of 
Phi Delta Kappa. He was active in 
community organizations. At the 
time of his death, he was President 
of the Prince Georges County Ath¬ 
letic Association, which represents 
county high schools in interschol¬ 
astic athletics. 

Funeral services for Dr. Sager 
were held on Saturday. July 23. 

The Sager family suggests that 
expressions of sympathy may be 
made in the form of a contribution 
to the G. Allen Sager Memorial 
Scholarship Fund, Parkdale Sr.

Woodway Development, Inc. 
Eads Its Oil Cooperative 

by Jordan Choper 

At the annual membership meet¬ 
ing of Wood way Development, Inc. 

-— the cooperative association of 
Hae homes on lower Northway and 
part of Woodland Way - the board 
•f directors recommended that the 
•9 purchasing cooperative within 
the association be closed out since 
there seemed to be no benefit ac¬ 
crued to the members by buying 
oil cooperatively, due to the fact 
that the oil supplier did not offer a 
price reduction cither in the price 
of oil ot the service contract. 
Problems have occurred because 
the present supplier is treating each 
family as a separate entity when 
it comes to the service contract. 
In fact a number of families have 
been arbitrarily dropped from the 
service contract by the supplier, 
because of the age or condition of 
their oil burner; Woodway Devel¬ 
opment was not informed by the 
supplier of this action. Another 
problem has been the fact that in¬ 
dividual families never knew exact¬ 
ly where they stood when the heat¬ 
ing crunch of winter occured. 

Some members wanted to keep 
Wae oil purchasing cooperative in 
•deration, and James Cassels vol- 
iwdteered to be the bookkeeper of 
the oil accounts provided all oil 
nnoounts were paid through an ar 
rangement with Twin Pines. How¬ 
ever at the board of directors meet¬ 
ing of Woodway Development, Inc., 
the evening of June 16, 1977 
(h<4d after the membership meet¬ 
ing) there was confusion as to what 
Caasels agreed to do. The majority 
of the board thought that Cassels 
volunteered to be the treasurer of 
a new cooperative whose purpose 
was to buy oil cooperatively for the 
members of Woodway who wished 
to maintain such an oil purchasing 
procedure. Therefore the board 
voted to close out the oil accounts, 
and inform interested members 
that they should contact Cassels. 

A request for a special member- 
ship meeting was then received 
by die board. Such a meeting was 
he4d on short notice on June 19, to 
©teurify what occurred at the major 
membership meeting. As a result of 
thi« meeting a new board meeting 
was held on June 21 and the issue 
was again discussed. The board vo¬ 
ted four to two to uphold the deci¬ 
sion of June 16 to close out the oil 
accounts. Therefore all members of 


APB,PRAB REPORT 
ON GOLBEN TRIANGLE 

The committees approved the pre ¬ 
liminary subdivision plan, but with 
the following items included: 

1. That city council continue its 
involvement in the development's 
future planning to ensure that the 
interests of Greenbelt residents are 
protected and that any negative 
impact to the city be as minimal 
as possible. 

2. Insist upon a continual site 
plan review throughout the devel¬ 
opment of this property. 

3. Encourage planning that will 
allow for future access between the 
development and the city via over¬ 
pass connections. 

4. Discourage plans that require 
cuts along the Greenbelt Road fron¬ 
tage. 

5. Relocate and improve as neces¬ 
sary the existing bikeway along 

Greenbelt Road. 

6. Require heavy screening, in the 
form of trees and berms, increase 
open space. 

7. Require guaranteed access to 
city property located within the 
tract. 

8. Control architecture aesthetic¬ 
ally so that it is both coordinated 
with and compatible to the total 
development. 

9. Reduce to the maximum de¬ 
gree possible the planned height of 
the highrise building. 

10. Reduce office space, with pri ¬ 
mary use allocated for additional 
professional and technical services, 
such as medical science and re ¬ 
search facilities. 

Lastly, the boards noted a signi - 
ficant difference between the inten¬ 
sity of development proposed in 
the concept plan and that antici¬ 
pated by the preliminary subdi¬ 
vision plan for the area along 
Greenbelt Road. The lot layout on 
the preliminary plan, shown in a 
manner that could be termed “strip 
commercial,” should be opposed.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

On July 11, 1977, the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
adopted Charter Amendment Resolution 1977-4 (Resolution 
No 368), and the following Title of the Resolution is a fair sum¬ 
mary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1977-4 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED 
PURSUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF AR¬ 
TICLE 23A OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND 
(1957 EDITION AS AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION- 
MUNICIPAL,” SUBTITLE “HOME RULE,” TO AMEND THE 
CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER 
BEING SUBTITLE 40 OF ARTICLE 17 CF THE CQDE OF 
PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND (1963 EDITION AS 
AMENDED) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY REPEAL¬ 
ING AND REENACTING WITH AMENDMENTS SECTION 4, 
TITLE “CREATION; QUALIFICATIONS; COMPENSATION” 
TO PROVDE A SALARY OF $2,900 PER ANNUM FOR THE 
MAYOR AND $2,500 PER ANNUM FOR EACH OF THE 
OTHER MEMBERS OF COUNCIL. 


The above amendment shall become and be considered a part 
of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to 
the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and 
observed as such, upon the 21st day of September, 1977, unless 
on or before the fortieth day after passage, which shall be the 
20th day of August, 1977, there shall be presented to the Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, or mailed to it by regis¬ 
tered mail, a petition for referendum signed by twenty percent 
or more of the persons qualified to vote in the general election of 
the City of Greenbelt requesting that the above Charter Am¬ 
endment be submitted on referendum to the voters of the City 
of Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted in 
the Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated 
Code of Maryland, and may be obtained from the City Clerk, 
25 Crescent Road, Greenbelt, Maryland, telephone 474-3870 or 
474-8000.
